K. R. 3702, A Bill to amend section fe of the Act of August 24, If 12* 
as amended, with respect to the recognition of organization* of 
postal and Federal employee*. 


1. H E. 3702, introduced in March 1949 by Congressman 
Rhodes, provides for the rights of representatives of certain postal 
employees* unions and organisations to adt for their Federal employees 
in negotiations with the various departments and agencies of the 
Government. 

2. tinder date of 27 April 1949 , with the approval of the 
Bureau of Use Budget, the United States Civil Service Commission 
made essentially a favorable report on H. ft. 3702, and recommended 
that it he expanded to all unions of Federal employees. 

3. Under date of 4 April 1950, Harry Mitchell, a* Chairman 
of the Civil Service Commission, wrote to the House Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee recommending the attached revision of the 
Rhodes bill 

4. Mr. George Moore, Chief Clerk of the House Civil Service 
Committee, states that fee expects the Committee to take up the legisla- 
tion during the week of 12 June, and that in his opinion the legislation 
will he reported out of tfee Committee fa orably. He does not believe 

it will pas# the Congress in this Session however. He suggest® that we 
do not appear to testify, but submit our objection* to this legislation 
in writing to the Committee. 
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
